Hotel  Register  Contains  Name  of 
^  aan  Who  Bought  Goods 
st  BImmAoM's. 

The  man's  name,  who  was  foimd 

n^ar  Cofinj^ton  Saturday  morning 
with  his  heiid  completely  severed 
from  hi-;  body,  is  evidently  on  tbe  ho- 
tel register  at  the  Browu-Proctom ; 
.tmt  it  cannot  be  detemmed  who  he 
is  nor  where  he  is  from. 

The  clerks  at  Vic  Bloomfteld*s 
store  say  that  on  Auiriiyt  14,  three 
men  came  in  the  store  and  one  ot 
them  bought  a  black  suit  of  clothes, 
beating  the  brknd  of  Hart.  Schaff- 
ner  and  Marx  and  a  black  hat  such 
as  the  one  the  man  was  wearine  at 
the  time  he  was  killed.  The  clerks 
at  the  store  say  they  cannot  recollect 
that  either  of  them  answered  the  de- 
scription sriven  in  The  Kews  yester- 
day afternoon  of  the  dead  man  ex- 
cept as  to  the  height  ami  weight. 

Engages  in  Conversation. 

Dnrin»r  aX.  mversation  with  one 
'of.  the.  men,  while  he  was  waiting  on 
him,  the  clerk  says  he  asked  them 
where  they  were  from  and  they  said 
they  were  soldiers  and  were  on  their 
way  from  Cuba  to  their  old  home  in 
Breathitt  county  and  were  stopping 
at  the  Brown-Proctoria  Hotel. 

On  August  14,  the  hotel  register 
shows  that  three  soldiers  were  reg- 
istered. Tliey  aie  nid  registered  as 
being  from  the  United  States  Army; 
Vot  Ifr.  Moss,  manager  of  the  hotel. 
«ays  he  remembers  the  three  men 
and  that  they  told  him  they  were 
soldiers  an»l  one  of  them  left  the 
clothes  he  ha<l  bought  from  Mr. 
Bloomfield  in  the  care  of  the  clerk 
lor  some  time  while  he  was  out  in 
the  town.  Mr.  Moss  cannot  recall 
whether  either  of  them  answered  the 
desciiption  of  the  dead  man  or  not, 
as  he  paid  no  partiealar  att«il%Mi 
to  them. 

Names  on  Register. 
The  following  are  their  names  as 
they  appear  on  the  register:  B.  ( 

Clemons,  (no  addre.ss)),  Ooff  Simms, 
(no  address),  and  the  Ihird  mail  i> 
just  registered  as  Bradley  from 
Jaeksoo,  KentiKi]^,  with  no  first 
name.  . 

One  man,  it  is  said,  told  a  cler)^ 

at  the  store  that  he  did  not  want  to 
.go  back  amongst  the  hills  of  Breath- 
itt county  after  he  had  seen  as  much 
'of  the  world  as  he  had  during  the 
time  he  was  a  soldier,  and  the  sup- 
position is,  that  he  i>  the  one  that 
went  to  the  city  seeking  employment. 

The  man's  body  is  still  in  the  mor- 
^e  at  Covington,  unidentified,  and 
from  the  facts  obtained  here  rqpurd- 
ing  the  ease,  his  name  may  be  one 
of  the  three  that  appear  on  the  hotel 
Tegj«ter. 

Mr.  Shirley  Uadden,  at  Bloom- 
'fleld's  oiore,  says  that  if  he  were 
shown  a  photograph  of  the  dead  man 
t>e  believes  he  could  say  whether  or 
not  he  was  one  of  the  tiiree  that 
.were  in  the  store.

—  "1  suppose  i 
heaven  helped  us  to  join  our  hands ! 
flrmly,"  said  Japaaese  Ambassador  I 

Ko^oro  TakahJra,  with  emotion,  as  hs  ! 
discussed  ths  visit  of  the  American  i 
fleet  to  Japan,  wbitii  has  Jost 
to  an  and. 

Ambassador  Taluihlra  had  a  short 
while  beCora  retimed  from  tha  White 
House,  whore  he  was  the  guest  of 
President  Roosevelt  at  luncheon  and 
to  whom  he  delivered  a  meesa(;e  of 
thanks  from  the  Japanese  'W&peror 
for  tliat  which  the  luresident  a^  as 
the  fleet  departad.  Tha  baiW  vmt- 
sonaUy  tlumkei  the  president  far  bar- 
hue  sent  the  lieet  to  Japanese  waters, 
and  said  ito  Tisit  had  farthered  to  a 
great  degree  the  feeUag  of  friendship 
held  by  the  Japanese  people  for  the 
people  of  the  United  States,  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  was  present  at  luncheon. 

Speaking  of  the  fleet  Ambassador 
Takahira  said:  "The  people  of  Japan 
are.greatly  gratified  wltli  the  rlslt  of 
th«  American  fleet,  for  which  they 
liad  been  looking  forward  with  the 
greatest  pleasure  in  order  to  prove 
the  staieerity  of  feeling  entertained 
toward  Araeftea  and  Amerfeana;  In 
respect  to  the  detaOa  of  tbe  visit  the 
Amerleaii  pecq^ls  are  already  folly  in- 
UxnaitA.  I  am  now  satMled  to  bear 
from  Japan  dlreetly  mat  heaven  and 
the  weather  helped*  us  to  do  all  that 
we  wanted." 

The  following  Is  the  text  of  the 
message  from  the  emperor  which  Am- 
bassador Takahira  conveyed  to  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt:  "I  thank  you  most 
sincerely  for  your  very  kind  message 
which  Uie  '^(American  ambassador  de- 
liTsred  to  me  upon  tbe  departure  ot 
the  American  fleet  from  ovr  shcMres; 
I  was  hif^y  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
reception  accorded  to  tbe  fleet  was  so 
satisfactory  and  agreeable  to  you  and 
to  tbe  people  of  this  United  States.  I 
desire  to  express  jay  appreciation  of 
your  kindness  in  accepting  the  Invita- 
tion of  my  government,  for  the  fleet  to 
visit  Japan,  since  by  that  visit  I  was 
i  afforded  an  opportunity  to  testify 
anew  to  you  the  assurance  of  niy  high 
regard  and  perfect  esteem,  and  my 
subjects  were  enabled  to  give  fresh 
proeC  of  their  sincere  attachment  for 
your  ooantrymen,  i|nd  J  Aib  yery  hap- 
py to  believe  .  that  the  memorable 
event  win  sorely  tend  to  cement  tbe 
Ixmds  of  friendship  and  good  neigb- 
boriiood  between  our  two  coon^rtes.**

son  who  were  on  their  way  home 
from  court  day,  turning  the  buggy 
over  and  bruising  Mr.  Jones  severely 
and  breaking  his  hip. 

Team  is  Frightened.

The  cut  was  so  severe 
that  several  stitches  were  necessary 
and  her  eye  is  badly  bruised. 

Miss  Willa  Bowden  who 'was  hurt 
more  than  the  i"est  <>f  the  ladies,  is 
resting  easy.  Her  nose  was  broken, 
lip  and  face  cut  badly,  and  eyes  hurt. 
A  great  quantity  of  rock  and  dirt 
has  been  removed  from  her  e]rM 
but  no  fear  is  felt  of  her  lositig  her 
sight.  The  pliysician  in  attendance 
says  he  has  no  fear  of  her  not  re- 
covering but  that  it  will  be  some  time 
before  she  will  be  out. 

Mrs.  Bowden  received  severe 
bruises  on  her  side  and  her  wrist 
was  sprained.  She  is  em^ed  to  ber 
bed. 

Account  of  Accident. 
The  following  account  of  the  aeei« 
dent  is  told  by  a  member  of  the  fun- 
ily.   They  were  driving  down  the  nill 

When  endeavoring 
to  j)ass  the  buggy  of  Mr.  William 
Jones,  the  road  being  narrow  and  a 
large  rock  pile  on  the  other  side, 
they  ran  into^his  bufi^,  tumingitover 
and  throwing  the     occupants  out.

Just  as  they  got  witfafai 
a  few  feet  of  where  they  were,  she  . 
says  they  stopped  and  turned  into

Allnoit  erety  one  knows  something 
ftboQt  the  beaver  and  that  It  builds 
dams  and  houses  to  dwell  In.  but  rery 
few  people  hare  seen  bearers  la  their 
wild  state.  It  Is  also  a  fact  that  the 
race  of  indnstrions  little  workers  la 
rapidly  disappearing.  In  the  older  dis- 
tricts beavers  generally  lire  in  the 
banks  of  the  streams  they  inhabit,  and 
the  sight  oC  a  beaver  house  la  meom- 

lyhecit  MiriBi  Iwild  henaea.  wtjn 
Wmmt  aad  StrMm.  tbe  ■troctorea  dlf  • 
ttr  grtattj  In  ate.  ahape  and  loeatkm. 
Mome  are  aa  large,  thobgh  of  course 
leiw  high,  than  a  small  haystack;  oth- 
ers are  hardly  more  than  six  feet 
through  at  the  base.  They  may  stand 
either  wholly  on  land  or  partly  in  the 
water  and  partly  <m  the  bunk  or  wMl* 
ly  In  the  water. 

Thpy  are  never  placed  In  very  deep 
water,  for  a  base  must  be  built  for  the 
boose  to  atand  on  renchlnir  up  to  the 
surf  ace,  since  the  chamber  inhabited 
by  the  occupants  must  be  dry. 

The  shape  of  tboae  hooiea  oo  the 
•bore  mjfpnmehm  the  conlcaL  '  Tboae  In 
UmI  water  are  more  Irregnlar.  some- 
ttniea  oaly.  rounded,  at  othera  long  and 
tidher  flat  on  top. 

WHfain  each  house  and  connected 
with  the  wr.ter  by  a  concealed  passage 
through  which  the  beavers  pass  to  and 
fro  is  the  chamber  whiidi  la  the 
mals'  dwelling  place. 

It  i.s  large  enough  to  contain  seven  or 
eight  of  them  and  high  enough  so  that 
a  beaver  can  conveniently  sit  up  on  his 
baunches.  It  ia  warm,  dry  and  dean, 
for  the  beav«r  ii  aKtranely  neat  in  all 
hJa  babita. 

The  f«od  of  the  baaT«r  ooMtsta 
«falefl7  of  the.creen  bark  «C  twigs  and 
jaoag  IbBba  of  Tarloaa  trees.  Ootlni> 
wood  bark  is  preferred;  tiiea  comes 
willow,  then  alder,  but  the  bark  of 
idmost  any  tree  may  be  eaten. 

I  have  known  them  to  eat  pine  and 
white  cedar.  The  beaver  often  cuts 
down  trees  of  very  considerable  size  to 
set  at  ths  smansr  Umlb^  wtMk  they 
eat  ' 

I  have  seen  cottcnwoods  twenty 
Inches  in  diameter  so  cat,  and  once  on 
Vancouver  island  I  found  a  cedar  two 
and  one-half  feet  through  which  they 
bad  gnawed  down. 

The  woik  of  cutting  down  a  large 
tree  Is  done  hf  a  aingle  aidmaL  I 
hare  seen  (be  bearer  engaged  la  tba 
aperatloB,  wUeb  Is  as  follows:  The 
bsarer  sits  vp  on  bis  baanches  fadng 
tha  tree  aad  with  its  ton  paws  rest* 
lag  against  It  With  Its  head  tamed 
OB  one  side  he  cuts  a  groove  above 
and  then  one  below  and  bites  out  the 
chin,  taking  it  off  la  almost  the  same 
way  an  axman  would. 

He  thus  saves  himself  the  trouble 
of  gnawing  all  the  wood  up  Into  fine 
cuttings.  When  the  tree  is  felled  the 
whole  community  attack  and  cut  np 
the  tender  limbs,  carrying  them  away 
to  the  caelMu 

Unlifee  Bsaaj  of  o«r  geawlDC  anl- 
Msls.  the  beaTcr  does  aot  sleep  thitoiigb 
the  winter.  He  remalna  aetlTe,  often 
vantarloff  abroad  daring  the  whole  of 
tb»  cold  weather.  He  must,  therefore. 
luiTe  food,  and  a  large  part  of  the 
•ammer  and  autumn  is  devoted  to  se- 
curing this  food  and  depositing  it  in 
caches.  This  food  consists  of  the 
limbs  and  twigs  of  the  trees  most  pre- 
ferred by  the  beaver. 

They  are  cut  from  one  and  a  half 
to  three  feet  long,  stripped  of  their 
leaves  and  smaller  twigs,  carried  to 
the  water  and  floated  to  the  cache. 
Where  they  are  sunk.  And  here  comes 
a  very  curious  point 

These  sticks  are  floated  to  tte  eaehs 
aad  arraaak  hf  jlht  bearer  to  tba:bo^ 
tap  Off  the  watm;  where  thej  remain 
without  anj  appuwt  anchorage.  They 
are  not  stuck  In  the  mud  of  the  bot- 
tom or  held  down  by  weights.  If 
yon  lift  one  to  the  surface  It  will 
float,  but  yon  may  move  It  about  on 
the  bottom  without  Its  rising. 

I  have  myself  tried  this  with  sticks 
from  which  the  bark  has  been  eaten, 
but  have  never  done  so  with  the  green, 
nnpeeled  limbs  before  the  beavers  bad 
taken  them  into  their  bouses.  This 
matter  to  me  Is  a  very  mysterious  one. 
and  I  hare  never  been  able  to  get  any 
hint  as  to  bow  these  sticks  were  sunk.

Spmetimee  It  may  happen  that  for 
•MM  reason  or  other  the  cache  may 
■ot  contain  enough  to  last  the  whole 
winter.  In  this  case  the  beavers,  tf 
possible,  on  land  through  some  air 
hole  or  piece  of  open  water  and  then 
forage  among  the  timber.  Occasional, 
ly  a  combination  of  scarcity  and  severe 
weather  may  oblige  the  coloogr  to  eml-

A  cream  separator  should  be  thor- 
oughly washed  every  time  after  using. 
A  brush  should  be  used  on  every  part 
aud  piece,  using  5  per  cent  solution 
of  borax  or  other  good  washing  pow- 
der. Rinse  In  hot  water,  or  steam  if 
possible.  They  should  then  be  left 
to  dry  irh|l0       .  ^th  aa  or- 

dinary <^eaa  doOi  aoatomlnatas  utea> 
slla  with  innumerable  baetaria. 

The  bacterial  ooataminatlon  in  milk 
is  iaeraased  hola  three  to  flaa  tttoes 
by  roaaliig  It  through  a  atparator 
bowl  waieh  baa  been  used  and  only 
flushed  and  left  standing  several 
hours.  If  only  flushed  while  using,  for 
several  days,  the  contamination  in- 
creases several  times  more,  and  such 
milk  would  be  likely  to  be  detrimental 
if  fed  to  calves. 

The  use  of  a  cream  separator  that  is 
thoroughly  washed  reduces  the  num- 
ber of  bacteria  in  milk  one-fifth  to  one- 
fourth. 

Improper  cleaning^  is  detrlaMBtal  to 
a  separator  on  aoeoaat  aC  tta  rast  ttiat 
accumuiatea  oa  dIHy  or  damp  plaeea. 
This  may  shortaa  the  Ufa  of  the  ira- 
china  many  gaAths.  depending  on  the 
degree  of  ftleahllaess  employed. 

Running  mitk  toroue^  a  dirty  separ- 
ator is  similar  to  running  it  through 
a  dirty  strainer,  with  all  of  the  fllth 
of  the  previous  milking  left  In  it  from 
12  to  24  hours.  The  millions  of  unde- 
sirable bacteria  from  the  dirt,  manure 
and  slime  Incited  in  the  separator 
bowl  spoil  all  the  milk,  to  a  greater  or 
lesser  degree,  thtft  passes  through  ttie 
machine. 

When  properly  used,  a  cream  aep- 
arator  ia  a  darifler  aad  to  a  eertain 
extoat  a  porifler.  hot  it  aot  kept 
clean  U  la  a  aoarto  ot  flKh  and  con- 


It  ia  more  important  to  ftdlow  these 
directlona  at  this  season  of  the  year, 
although  they  are  appropriate  for  all 
seasons.  The  warmer  the  weather, 
the  more  rapidly  bacteria  develop,  and 
therefore  the  more  rapidly  milk  and 
cream  become  damaged.  It  is  Impor- 
tant now  because  It  is  the  farmer's 
busy  season,  and  with  the  press  of 
other  work  he  is  tempted  to  n^^ect 
the  important  matter  of  kee|||ag  bis 
dairy  utensils  in  perfect  order. 

Again,  the  creameries  mra  H>v«ry 
year  beooanlas  awre  and  BMra  par 
tlealar  aa  to  the  eream  or  mUk  which 
they  purAaaa.  The  man  partieular 
they  become,  the  becter  It  la  both  for 
the  creamery  and  for  the  farmer;  and 
hence  It  stands  every  nian  In  hand  to 
be  able  to  furnish  cream  or  milk  of 
the  highest  quality,  which  can  be 
done  only  by  taking  special  care  of  the 
utensils,  and  especially  of  the  aep- 
aratar. 


COOLINQ  MILIC 


Keep  ma  Cana  la  a  Tank  FHIad  with 
Cold  Water. 

A  great  deal  ot  the  adlk  broeglrt.to 
the  creamery  Monday  morning,  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  is  sour,  caused 
largely  from  not  being  properly  cooled 
Saturday  night.  A  tank  of  cool  water 
to  place  the  cans  In  as  soon  as  you  are 
through  milking  is  indispensable.  One 
of  the  plungers  used  to  stir  the  milk 
with  Is  also  necessary.  This  Is  made 
by  soldering  a  piece  of  tin  about  four 
inches  iu  diameter  onto  a  small  tin 
pipe  about  two  feet  IcBg;  this  will 
make  a  plunger  which  can  be  eaally 
waahed.  Bgr  gtrtag  tha  udSk  a  eham 
or  two.  tha  whoia  mass  will  ba.agl 
tated  aad  ttoroaglily  stirred,  sanding 
the  milk  la  the  oeater  of  the  can  to 
the  ontalde  and  that  at  tha  outside 
to  the  center.  If  mflk  la  dean,  and  the 
cans,  strainers,  palls  and  other  uten- 
sils are  properly  cleaned  and  the 
whole  mass  of  milk  is  properly  cooled 
down  Immediately  after  milking,  it  will 
a  kmg  time..

DRESSING    MIXTURES    TO  SUIT 
JLL  TASTES. 


Juit  ■  Touch  of  Horse-Radish,  Onion 
or  Garlic  improves  the  Dish  for 
Many— Red  Peppers  Mate 
Good  Omamontatlon. 

How  seldom  now  ooo  ne^  with  a 
-tMu  French  drea^Uis;''  this  haing 
composed  of  only  oil.  vlastap,  pspper 
mai  salt— Just  four  lasredtents.  Prop- 
•r]7  proporthmad  and  happtty  mtead 
■o^lhat  it  bsHme  a  'ntlend."  It  was  ta 
Its  perfection  not  easy  to  better. 

Bat,  little  by  little,  according  to  the 
instincts  and'  tastes  and  initiative  of 
the  salad  mixer,  additions  have  come 
to  light  that  change  and  often  Im- 
prOTe  the  flavor  of  the  dressing. 

Now  there  Is  the  horse-radish  fla- 
vor often  lent  to  the  dressing  by  the 
use  of  a  little  of  the  liquid  or  juice 
Used  delicately,  there  is  much  to  com 
mend  its  presence  when  cucumbers  or 
lettuce  are  to  be  dressed.  A  snspicloD 
of  It,  too,  in  a  dressing  for  tomatoes 
is  asUon  amlp^  it  balac  next  to  Im- 
poasibie  to  use  too  little  of  this  flaror- 
ing..  For  a  potato  salad  Its  use  Is  es- 
pecialty  recommended  by  certain  ones. 

Then  of  onion  flavor  In  French 
dressing.  With  most  of  the  lettuces 
the  flavor  of  onion  is  often  pleasantly 
combined.  But  many  ways  exist  for 
Introducing  this  flavor  so  that  the  de- 
gree of  its  presence  may  be  regulated. 

To  rub  the  salad  bowl  with  a  slice 
of  onion  Is  one  way,  and  a  very  deli- 
cate and  pleasing  way  at  that.  To 
stir  about  in  the  dressing  a  sUoe  of 
the  onion  is  avttar  way  that  a  fine 
taate  woald  uf^rtne.  Then  to  boldly 
ad4  the  Jvloe  q(  an  onion  or  its  grated 
Mibstaaoa  is  a  method  of  imparting 
It  that  is  sore  and  undeniable,  and 
qnita  Uked  bir  thoae  who  wish  each 
item  in  a  saace,  salad  or  dressing 
pronounced. 

Through  the  use  of  garlic  and  of 
chives,  too,  the  onion  flavor  may  be 
suggested  in  a  French  dressing.  Jusr 
a  little  garlic  should  be  used  for  those 
of  the  finer  tastes,  and  of  chives  a 
more  liberal  haad  maj  pwryMa  the 
amount. 

With  the  exercise  of  good  judgment 
it  Is  possible  to  add.  and  with  snoeess. 
hoth  horse-radish  and  i  the  ooloii  te> 
Tor  to  a  French  drwaslng 

Paraley.  dM>ppad,  ia  very  often  add- 
ad  with  good  effect  to  a  salad  dress- 
ing in  which  onion  figures.  It  is  pleas- 
antly combined,  too,  when  chopped 
red  or  green  peppers  go  intc  the 
dressinp  for  its  improvement. 

The  purposes  of  ornamentation,  too, 
are  served  by  the  use  of  red  peppers, 
chopped,  and  chopped  jjarsiey.  And 
chopped  chives  with  red  peppers, 
chopped,  mingle  happily  for  both  eye 
and  palate. 

Now  for  the  variants  in  the  dress- 
ing itself.  By  the  use  of  the  differ- 
ent peppors  many  Tariations  may  be 
aooompUAed.  blade  pepper,  for 
iiMrtaiwa,  and  rmj  much  of  It,  or 
blade  with  red,  or.  with  white,  or 
with  paprika,  all  make  for  piquant  ef- 
fects In  the  French  dressing. 

So  much  is  accomplished  with  vine- 
gars now  that  it  is  a  pity  for  the 
closet  not  to  be  well  stocked  with 
them.  Of  course,  there  Iz  always  the 
cider  vinegar  as  a  standby.  Then 
the  vinegars  made  from  wines,  or  the 
malt  vinegar,  or  the  raspberry,  or 
tarragon,  or  chili,  all  do  more  than 
well  their  part  when  one  wants  a 
"difference"  in  the  salad  bowL 

Ihstead  of  Tlnegw  wine  may  be 
aaad.  Santame  or  claret  is  ased  in 
lUa  iPigr*  Flor  aMst  puipuses  sau- 
tame  will  be  found  the  moat  satis- 
factory. 

Sometimes  a  little  sweet  wine,  that 
is,  a  sherry  or  madeira,  may  be  used 
In  a  French  dressing  composed  of  oil. 
vinegar,  salt  and  pepper.  Just  a  few 
drops  of  It  added,  and  stirred  well  In- 
to the  dressing,  does  much  In  the  Im- 
provement line. 

And  so  It  goes.  Take  the  sugges 
tion  of  others,  create  notions  of  your 
own  for  improving  or  ornamenting 
the  simple  French  dressing,  and  find 
yourself  entered  In  a  contest  that  bars 
none  with  taste. — The  Epicure. 


Craamlesa  Cream  Pie. 

Four  e^,  four  tablespoons  of 
sugar,  one  teaspocm  lemon  flavor,  four 
tablespoons  flour,  one  pint  milk.  Sep- 
arate the  whites  of  three  eggs,  beat 
the  remaining  eggs  and  the  yolks, 
making  a  custard  with  these  and  the 
hot  milk.

To  Save  Your  Sugar. 

In  making  jelly  of  any  kind  strain 
the  Juice,  then  boll  steadily  for  about 

20  minutes.  Take  from  fire,  measure, 
and  add  the  sugar,  then  boil  about 
five  minutes  longer.  Your  jelly  will 
be  as  gL)od,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fruit 
season  }  ou  will  be  aeveral  pounds  of 
sugar  ahead.

THE  ROSE  BEETLE  HAS  ^ 

INVADEDs  VINEYAIIDS 

PMt  Maj  Proira  a  Scrlons  Problaiii  ibr  Grape  Gnnrera 

Taar. 


Our  hereditary  enemy,  the  rose- 
chafer,  or  rose  beetle,  has  of  late  been 
making  such  bold  invasions  Into  the 
grape  territory  that  any  measures 
which  promise  evMi  partial  success 
are  welc(»ie  to  tte  Tiaayard  owners. 

The  life  hlstoiy  of  this  awkward 
creature  is  known  pretty  well  by 
those  interested;  the  eggs  are  laid 
usually  In  sod  land  and  In  well- 
drained  sandy  sod  by  preference,  just 
such  land  as  abounds  In  the  fruit  belt 
The  larvae  are  white  grubs,  resem- 
bling, in  minature,  the  grubs  of  the 
ordinary  white  gtvh  et  the  June 
beetle.  Like  their  larger  relatives, 
they  feed  on  tha  roote  of  TeteUfUoB. 
They  attain  thefr  full  slse  in  the  faU. 
and  at  that  time  hollow  out  small 
cells  in  the  soil,  where  they  pass  the 
winter.  In  the  spring  the  larvae 
change  to  pupae  and,  later  in  June, 
the  adult  beetles,  with  their  long  awk- 
ward legs,  come  out  and  spread  over 
the  country-side,  collecting  in  regions 
where  their  food  plants  are  to  be 
found,  new  legions  appearing  from  day 
to  day  as  earlier  ones  die  or  are 
killed  off,  sometimes  collecting  in  al- 
most unbeHevable-  numbers. 

Grapes  suffer  most  of  all  the  fruits. 


pan,  whleh  would  admit  of  placing  the 
pan  elosar  to  the  vines,  would  make 
It  possible  to  catch  more    of  the 

beetles.  Of  course,  all  tha  beetles 
that  touched  the  oil  died. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  beetles 
were  collected  In  this  way,  but  on  the 
day  of  the  trial  the  beetk  s  were  not  so 
plentiful  as  the  writer  has  seen  them 
at  other  times.  It  is  likely  that  when 
the  beetles  are  not  numerous,  two  men 
with  ordinary  milk*  pans,  with  oil  rags 
in  the  bottom  and  with  switches 
WMdd  do  about  as  welL  \S'hen  very 
nuaaroaa  ^a.  lacfa  paa  should  be 
afllcis»t,  It  rasiBteaa  hard,  work  to 
carry  sifch  a  pan  over  the  hills,  such 
as  aM  jOfdtearnraasd  tor  grape  grow 
lag.  Our  HhM^ratloa  ^ws  inich  a 
pa^  hi  uaa. 

A  test  of  arsenate  of  lead  in  heavy 
doses  was  also  made  at  the  same 
time.  A  certain  portion  of  the  vine- 
yard was  sprayed  with  arsenate,  us- 
ing four  pounds  to  the  barrel  of  wa- 
ter. The  ordinary  prepared  paste 
was  used.  We  started  with  a  well- 
stirred  charge,  but  owing  to  the  in- 
efficiency of  the  agitator,  the  applica- 
tion was  far  stronger  at  the  part  first 
sprayed  than  when  farther  along. 

As  to  the  results  <^  the  spray,  Mr.

time  to  feast  on  the  flowers  and 
young  sets,  a  id  a  single  beetle  can  ac- 
count for  many  hODchea  ot  grapes  at 

such  a  time. 

On  juai  such  an  occasion,  the 
writer,  in  company  with  his  assistant, 
Mr.  E.  J.  Kraus,  ♦'isited  a  vineyard  at 
Decatur,  a  well-known  grape  region. 
Here  a  pan  seven  feet  six  inches  long, 
22  Inches  wide  and  one  Inch  deep  was 
made  from  a  sheet  of  galvanized  iron. 
To  one  side  of  this  was  fastened  a 
light  frame  three  feet  high  and  run- 
ning the  entire  length  of  tha  frame, 
being  securely  braced  to  tha  frame  of 
the  pan.  l^e  paa  waa  prepared  by 
placing  a  number  ot  old  pieces  of 
cloth,  soaked  in  watsr.  in  the  bottom 
and  over'  this  pouring  about  a  quart 
of  kerosene.  When  the  pan  had  been 
made  ready,  it  was  placed  alongside 
of  a  vine  and  the  beetles  beaten  into 
it  by  means  of  switches  made  of 
broom  corn.  After  collecting  the 
beetles  from  one  vine  the  pan  was 
moved  along  to  the  next  and  the  beat- 
ing repeated.  Some  of  the  beetles 
fell  short  of  the  pan,  some  struck  the 
shield  and  bounded  back,  but  most  of 
them  stayed  in  and  died.  It  is  likely 
that  a  deep  notch  in  the  side  6f  the 


E.  y.  Hayden,  in  whoaa  vineyard  the 
test  was  made,  writea  in  substance: 

*Th  the  north  block  where  the  spray 
was  strong,  the  unsprayed  rows  aver- 
aged a  little  more  than  half  as  much 
as  the  average  of  the  two  rows  that 
Were  sprayed.  The  beetles  had  been 
at  work  for  a  week  when  the  spray 
was  applied.  No  injury  to  the  vines 
resulted  fTom  the  strongest  of  tha 
mixture." 

This  looks  very  encouraging,  but 
the  grower  must  always  keep  in  mind 
that  tha  sprsylag  maat  ba  doaa  tbor> 
ouglily.  avarything  must  be  hit  and 
all  parts  of  th«  viae  washed  with  the 
mixture.  ^Alao  tt«s  a  pump  with  an 
agitator  which  will  work  when  the 
puBi#  la  moving  slowly.

Brief  Speaking  Tour  and  Is  Given 
Rousing  Reception  by  Yale  Stu- 
dents— Returning  to  York  He 
invades  Brooklyn  District,  Wher* 
He  IMIIver*  Five  Spissehes. 

New  York,  Oet  S7.-4)evottaig  the 

day  to  a  trip  Into  Connecticut  and  the 
evening  to  speechmalcing  in  Brook- 
lyn, William  H.  TafTs  Itarst  day  of  ao- 
tlve  campaigning  on  his  present  visit 
to  this  section  was  prosecuted  by  hln^ 
with  both-  vigor,  and  eamestnees. 
While  the  day,  despite  Its  call  for  a 
speech  of^KMne  length  in  New  Haven 
and  a  simrter'sns  at  Port  Chester  on 
the  return  trip  to  New  York,  was  one 
of  comparative  ease  for  the  Republi- 
can candidate,  the  calls  that  were 
made  upon  him  in  Brookly-n  were 
such  as  to  keep  him  actively  occu- 
pied every  moment  of  his  time. 

When  the  candidate  entered  that 
portion  of  Greater  New  York  he  found 
himself  fairly  overwhelmed  widi  en- 
gagements Before  the  niglit  was  over 
he  had  accomplished  five  speedies, 
eaten  dinner  with  a  hundred  promi- 
nent RepnbUoans  as  the  gneat  of  Re- 
publican State  Chairman  Timothy  L. 
Woodruir,  reviewed  a  parade,  which

New  -  York,  Oct  27.— After  spending 

a  strenuous  day  campal.:?nlng  in  New 
York  state,  William  J.  Bryan  was 
given  a  reception  1^  this  dty  that  in 
peint  of  attendance  and  enthusiasm 
outranks  any  previous  dwnonstration 
accorded  him  during  his  present  eam- 
palgn for  the  presidency. 

Hours  before  the  doors  of  the  big 
auditorium  at  Madison  Square  Oar^en 
swung  ol>ai  a  crowd  of  several  hnn* 
dred  persons  waited  patiently  for  ad- 
mittance. Long  lines  of  fortunate 
Ucket  holders  stobd^  in  the  drizzling 
rain,  s^e  those  who  had  been  un- 
able  to  obtain  the  coveted  paste- 
boards were  not  permitted  nearer 
than  a  block  to  the  garden.  The  rain 
did  not  seem  to  dampen  the  spirits 
of  the  gathering  throng,  wlilch  made 
an  eager  i>ush  for  seata  whsh  the 
doors  were  flung  open. 

The  immense  auditorium  was  quick- 
ly filled,  and  when  8  o'clodc,  the  hour 
of  the  openlnr  of  the  meeting  csme. 
every  seat  was  taken  and  the  aisle- 
ways  beesme  ehoked  with  hundreds 
of  enthaslsstle  partisans.  It  was 
Tammany's  welcome  to  the  presiden- 
tial candidate,  and  from  out  the  pur- 
lieus of  the  city  came  th«  throngs, 
eager  to  aid  in  the  greeting,  though 
with  little  thought  of  even  catching 
the  faintest  glimpse  of  the  candidate. 

Inspector  Cortright  with  seraral 
hundred  police  under  his  command 
formed  a  cordon  around  the  building, 
and  only  ticket  holders  were  permit 
ted  to  pass  this  line.  Hndfrm  Sqnare 
swarmed  with  peepln  fMm  every 
quarter  ot  the  dty.  snd  tor  tbuir  de- 
light Tsauaany  provided  fireworks 

It  was  a  few  mlnatss  past  8  o'clock 
when  a  strident  cry  from  one  of  the 
far  reaches  of  the  garden  told  the 
throng  that  t^e  speakers  of  tho  even- 
ing had  entered  the  building  and 
taken  their  seats  on  tbe  platform 

J  Sargent  Cram  of  Tammany  Hall 
opened  the  meeting  with  cue  nomina* 
tion  for  chairman  of  Former  Judge  D. 
Cary  Herrlck.  who  was  chosen  with 
a  round  of  applause.  Judge  Herrick 
spoke  <m  nationsl  issnes  and  attacked 
the  poUoIss  of  President  Sooaevelt. 
which,  he  said,  would  be  pstpetnated 
should  Mr.  Taft  be  elected. 

When  Mr.  Bryan  entered  the  hall 
he  was  greeted  with  a  roar  of  thun- 
derous applause,  which  continued  14 
minutes,  at  the  end  of  which  time  or- 
der had  been  rsstemd  sad  he  began 
his  address. 

Mr.  Bryan  said  he  was  to  begin  the 
closing  week  of  the  campaign  In  New 
York  city.  "I  am  glad,"  he  said,  "to 
be  encouraged  by  the  representatives 
that  come  from  your  eitx  and  your 
state.  I  rejoice  in  the  evidence  of  a 
victory  so  large  that  the  east  and  the 
west,  the  north  and  the  south,  will 
cisim  a  part  in  that  victory.  I  ex- 
pect," he  said  amid  great  cheering, 
"to  be  in  Washington  after  March  4."

Irish 
fine  linens  and  rich  cloths,  English  ta- 
bhe  delicacies,  cigarets,  silk  leather, 
French  perfumes  and  fine  millinery 
on  wUch  no  duty  is  paid,  and  that 
this  js  ruining"  the  *sthmian  mer- 
ehanta  without  benefiting  American 
Industry.  The  merdiants  daUn  also 
that  the  system  of  esaptm  books  em- 
ployed by  the  Isthmian  csnal  eoounis- 
slon  amounts  practically  to  a  boycott 
of  local  commerce.

The  ideas  which  hava  goaa- abroad 
aboot  Amerlran  aoda^  are  tegdy 
fannM  hf  a  ftow  people  who  love  tba 
limelight  and  do  not  in  any  way  repre- 
sent the  real  tone  of  that  society,  ac- 
cording to  the  conclusion  reached  in 
the  October  number  of  the  Delineator 
by  Mrs.  Astor,  whoaa  advancing  years 
lately  compelled  her  to  abdicate  the 
social  throne  which  she  had  so  long 
occupied.  Although  few,  Mrs,  Astor 
asserts,  these  people  are  "appallingly 
active**  and  "have  d<me  untold  harm 
to  the  good  name  of  American  aodely 
to  the  minds  <rf  f  oretgnera.**  ^ 

*«nieir  sole  object,**  aba  dMlari% 
notoriety.  They  have  given  entertain' 
ments  that  belonged  under  a  circus 
tent  rather  than  In  a  gentlewoman's 
own  home.  When  a  distinguished 
man  arrives  from  the  other  side  he 
is  seized  upon  relentlessly,  although 
possibly  a  stranger  to  his  hostess,  and 
plunged  into  a  mad  whirl  of  extraordi- 
nary festivities.  He  enters  upon  them 
with  much  the  same  spirit  that  we 
would  have  as  spectotors  of  an  Indian 
war  dance,  and  thus  he  forms  hto  opin- 
ion of  ilii .  I  have  navar  entartalnad  a 
foreigner  aj  Ufa  ankaa  ha  eama  ia 
me  with  a  letter  of  tntoadactleB.'' 

Mrs*  Astor  doea  not  agree  witti  those 
who  think  that  she  could  have  done  a 
great  deal  toward  making  American 
society  democratic,  as  it  Is  in  London, 
and  open  to  any  one  of  Intellectual  at- 
tainments. In  her  opinion  It  is  only 
those  whose  authority,  like  that  of  the 
English  king  or  the  great  old  families 
of  England,  Is  never  questioned  who 
can  do  these  things. 

As  to  the  poUtical  salon,  she  consld- 
ors  that  also  Impossible  In  America, 
stoca  many  of  our  political  men  "seem 
to  baaa  their  tMa  to  pabHe  favor  vpan 

flnemrat. 

"If  they  were  an  Uke  Mr.  Boaeerelt,** 
she  adds,  **what  a  dlfferenee  there 

would  ber' 
Of  the  young  people  of  New  York 
!  soclet}'  Mrs.  Astor  speaks  much  more 
j  charitably   than   some    other  critics. 

They  have  the  Ideas  of  a  new  ape,  she 
'  says,  but  "they  are  not  degenerate, 

and  they  are  not  vicious."  She  has 
I  beard  that  the  yo.ung  women  "smoke 
j  and  drink  and  do  other  terrible  things," 
j  but  she  doM  not  know  one  "who  la  a 

cigarette  tend  or  wba  drlnka  to  as- 

cess." 

Mrs.  Astor  la  not  vain  enoag^  to 
think  New  York  win  not  ba  able  to  get 
'along  very  wen  without  her.  Many 
women  wUl  rise  to  take  her  place.  In 
closing  she  asserts  her  belief  in  a  re- 
public "where  money  has  a  great  deal 
to  say,  as  In  ours."

At  the  celebrated 
Berfin  Zossen  speed  trials  in  1903 
there  was  establishel  the  amazing 
1150  miles  an  hour  record — the  fast- 
'.-!  t!i:it  ;iny  man  or  man-made  m:i- 
i'liine  ever  traveled.  It  is  almost 
two  hundred  feet  a  second,  or  e(inal 
:o  the  .speed  a  man  would  attain  in 
falling  from  the  top  of  a  twenty- 
-toiy  buildinLT.  Tt  is  a  speed  so 
srieat  that  a  dellection  of  one  of  the 
rails  of  an  eighth  of  an  inch  is  suf- 
ficient to  throw  a  train  off  the  track. 
Tt  is  so  fast  that  the  front  of  the 
locomotive  hns  to  have  a  irreat  knife- 
shield  to  cut  the  wind,  which  other- 
.\i>e  would  either  check  the  speed  or 
rush  in  the  front  of  the  emrine.
